was immediately sent after them to 
bring them in if possible. The com- 
manding ofiScer at Fort Apache tele, 
graphed here that "Old George" who 
camps on Turkey creek, on the road to 
Sullivanville, is suspected of killing 
Mr. Morrill and his daughter.

Indian police have been ordered out 
to ascertain

on the reservation. The same officer 
later telegraphed that an Indian has 
been reported killed near Cibuque, De- 
cember 5, by a party of five armed 
white rSien. They left a packet in the 
hands of the commander, by which the 
party may be identified. A troop from 
the Seventh cavalry has been sent out 
to investigate. 
The war department 
officials do not believe that there is 
anything in these small events to war- 
rant apprehension of any general In- 
dian outbreak in Arizona.

that the real foundation of the agita- 
tion in Arizona over these happenings, 
which are not utusual on the approach 
of winter, is a desire to have the garri- 
son in Fort Thomas restored.

SALISBÜRY'S REPLY 


To Secretary Olney's Ifote Has 
Readied tlie Secretary. 


He J^alntains Strict Secrecy as ^to ttie 
Si^nre of Its Coutcnts-It Is Be- 
lieved to be Favorable. 


WASHniGTON, Dec, 7.—The reply of 
Lord Salisbury to Secretary Olney's 
note of instructions to. Ambassador 
Bayard, relative to the 
Venezulan 
boundary dispute, was delivered to 
cretary Olney at noon today. 
Donel- 
son, the messenger of the British em- 
bassy, came early to the state depart- 
ment this morning, with a note from 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, asking for an 
appointment to see the secretary. This 
w»B arranged speedily, for this morning 
Sir Julian presented the note in person 
to the secretary, the ambassador him- 
self reading the contents to Mr. Olney, 
as is the custom when important docu- 
ments are presented. 


For some reason tha state depart- 
ment officials took steps to prevent the 
fact that the note had been received 
from publicity, but without avail. At 
the British embassy there was the 
same indisposition to give any pub- 
licity to the proceedings. 
Inquiry as 
to the nature of the note failed to se- 
cure response from any official authori- 
ty, and it probably will be preserved as 
an cfflcial secret, as far ss the Washing- 
ton authorities are concerned, until 
the president, upon his return, has had 
an opportunity to consider it and send 
to congress; but it is known that it 
is on the same general lines indicated 
in the Associated Press dispatches of 
this week.

OLD-TIME EARITHMETIC. 
Com¡>iIed by a Pioneer Who Ems- 
s:rated to Indiana in 170^. 


Frankfort, Ind., 
Dac. 
7.—J. 
F. 
Hupper, of this city, has an heirloom 
in the form of an arithmetic containing 
over two hundred psges, which was 
written and compiled by his grand- 
iaiher, Thomas Scott, one of the pioneer 
settlers of Montgomery county, who 
emigrated from Kentucky to Indiana 
territory in 1798. 
The arithmetic was 
compiled 
between 
1804 and 1810, 
the rules and examples being writ- 
ten on parchment paper, the pages 
about the size of legal cap. There 
is no similarity between his 
book 
and Ray's, or any other of the old 
time mathematicians, 
"While it is true 
he begins with addition, it ia also a 
fact that it id one of the most diflBcult 
parts of the book, as he classifies as 
follows: 
Addition oí dry measure, 
addition of liquid measure, addition of 
time, addition of motion and addition 
of Winchester measure. Thus he. dis- 
poses of the various additions used in 
business, and he continues through 
subtrftction, multiplication and division 
in a similar manner. 
After compiling 
his arithmetic, he was not successful in 
securing a publisher, and he then wrote 
a brief history of the country in which 
he was then living, several years belore 
Indiana was admitted to the union. Re 
describes Crawfordevilio as a hamlet 
with but three housea, and he relates 
that he rov^e on iioraeback every Sab- 
bath twelve miles, to perform his duties 
as a class leader.

The Cunningham murder trial, at 
j Columbia City, is growing more inter- 
1 eating, and some sensational testimony 
Anoiiier j 
introduced yesterday. The ladder 
I used to gain entrance to Singer's room 
was muiiled by rags, and ihe state 
claimed that the ladder had been cut 
the exact length, and that it was done 
by parties who knew the exact height 
of the window. 
Yesterday the rags 
were taken from the end of the ladder 
and it was found that the ladder had 
not been cut off. 


The state also offered in evidence 
some of the clothing said to have be- 
longed to Cunningham, which contain- 
ed blood. Dr. Drayer, a chemist and 
bacteriologist, testified that he found 
the blood stain and made a microscopic 
examination. It proved to be human 
blood. He made several comparisons, 
one of which he corop.ared with the 
blood taken from the clothing found 
on the bed of Singer. The witness said 
that the blood on the clothes belong- 
ing to Cunningham was similar to that 
found on the murdered man's bed. 


Mrs. A. R. Brown testified that Cun- 
ningham told her he knew how the 
murder was committed, and that the 
defendant was intoxicated at the time. 
Her testimony was as follows: Reside 
in Fort Wayne; am matron at the Rich 
hotel; knew defendant and his wife; 
have known her since April 2oth; 
James came to the hotel after the mur- 
der and asked if I had heard of the 
murder, and told me how it was done. 
Said he thought Yetter might be the 
man who committed the crime; think 
he was intoxicated and was anxious to 
talk; she smelled liquor on his breath; 
was excited some; that was the only 
time I saw him. 


Among the other Fort Wayne wit- 
nesses examined yesterday were Ed- 
ward Pauley, Jacob Benedict, John 
Helnkamp, Frank 
Scheie, 
Edward 
Gephart and Fred Yant, all of whom 
are saloonkeepers, and testified to the 
fact that Cunningham had visited their 
places after the murder and had spent 
money there. 
The testimony of W. E. 
Rayhouser, of this city, as given inilast 
evening's issue of the Columbia City 
Post, which paper is printing a most 
excellent resume of the evidence, is as 
follows: 


I began detective work 
in

uary; 
have known 
defendant 
five 
years or longer; worked with him 
on the Nickel Plate railroad as brake- 
man and conductor. 
Began working 
on the Dunfee murder case the latter 
part or September; first figured on a 
way to stand in with him; met him in 
company with Abe Beck, October 2, at 
the corner of Columbia an^t Calhoun 
streets; he asked if I never drank any- 
thing stronger; went to a saloon and 
treated us, paying twenty cents for the 
drinks; at another saloon he treated us 
twice, paying thirty cents; went to 
White Elephant saloon and he spent 
thirty-five cents; at another saloon he 
treated twice, paying fifty cents; three 
Jim said he had a job driving a gravel 
team and would go to work next day; 
met him again next day at the Rich 
hotel and went to a saloon and I 
treated;

ful of money, about $7; on the 8th or 
9ih I was going acuth on Calhoun 
street and met him; had no difficulty 
in approaching him; 
at that time 
he was accompanied by a lady; I 
stepped into a hall way and as he went 
along he said to this woman "I've got 
money to burn." They went into a 
gate at the rear of Greer's saloon; I 
went into the front door, and saw Dan 
Ream sitting there; took a drink of 
whiskey and went out to the water 
closet, and as I passed out saw Jim and 
this lady sitting behind the curtain. 
He followed me to the water closet. I 
asked him what's the matter, Jim; he 
said: 
"I'll tell you;" when we went 
into old Singer's 
room 
Thompson 
stumbled over a chair and woke him 
up. The old man said: "What are 
you doing in my room?" 
He said: "I 
put my hand over his mouth like this

POWERS ARE APPARENTLY AFRAID 
TO SPANK HIM. 


Tho Unspeakable Turk Would Hax'e Been 
Soundly Thrashed Uoiis; Ago if I t Were 
Jiot ISov the rroblom of Divldins: the 
Spoils—Tlie Saltan and His Feople. 


If it is ever definitely decided that the 
Turk mu.st leave Europe, that the crum- 
bling Ottoman empiro must bo given 
tho finishing stroke and that the time 
has come for "the sick man" to .swallow 
a dor^o Unit will end his malady by end- 
ing his 
existence, then will 
Europe 
stand face to face with a crisis that ha.s 
long been dreaded. 


Just no%v it looks as if that crisis 
were about to arrive. 
Once more Abdul 
Hamid, sultan of sultans and whatnot 
extraordinary, has shown himself inca- 
pable of' governing his patchwork cm- 
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pire. Once more the shrieks of murdered 
Christians have ruade tho world thrill 
with 
horror 
and 
indignation. 
Once 
again has he disregarded his oft^epeat- 
ed promises of reform. 


It almost seems that tho patience of 
the powers could not possibly be taxed 
for another moment. 
But the Turk is 
decidedly au awkward fellow to deal 
with. 
Jf it were merely a question of 
deposing 
the 
weak 
and 
vacillating 
monarch who now rules the land of the 
crescent the fleets of half a dozen na- 
tions would quickly bring him to terms. 
But that is only part of the problem. 


When 
the Turk ia turned out of 
Europe, who is to have his country? 


Russia is ready to sv/eep it up and 
make it a highway to India. 
Undoubt- 
edly the czar would undertake to insure 
peace and prosperity to all Armenia. 


But John Bull objects. 
Tho British 
public may shout itself hoarse in de- 
manding that the Armenian outrages 
shall be stopped, but as long as the fall 
of tho sultan means au extension of 
the Russian domain the .shouts will be 
' in vain. 


England is not anxious to acquire 
Turkish territory herself, but she does 
not want Russia iu control of the Dar- 
danelles and tho Bosporus. 
Germany 
is almost equally jealous, while Italy, 
Franco and Spain are ready to protect it 
from like motives. 


This is the situation. 
There aro'euough other complications 
to make the problem one to puzzle the 
wisest diplomats of the age. The puzzle 
has changed in its minor details from 
year t(? year like the formations iu a 
kaleidoscope. 
But it has always been a 
puzzle. 


At present a magnificent fleet of war- 
ships is hovering around the island of 
Lemnos, which lies ott the 'entrance to 
the Dardanelles, the gateway to the 
Black sea. 


England alone has 27 ve.ssels in the 
Mediterranean and Red 
sea and the 
flower of these are cruising in the ^ g e a n 
sea. 
For instance, among them is the 
Ramilles, flagship of the British squad- 
ron and one of the lia-gest fighting ships 
afloat. Some of her guns can throw a steel 
projectile weighing 1,250 pounds at the 
rate of more than 2,000 feet per second. 
She can steam 17. "j knots an hour and 
fire a broadside from four of these enor- 
mous guns. To consider the havoc which 
this ship alone could do in a city like 
Constantinople is enough 
to make a 
bolder man than Abdul Hamid shake in 
bis shoes. 


Italy, France, Germany and Russia 
all have big squadrons in this same lo- 
cality, and they are composed of modern 
engines of destruction, completely up to 
date in equipment and arinanjent. There 
are about 80 ships in all, and they are 
within a day's sail of Constantinople. 
The boom of the first gun vrould bo a 
signal v.'hich would send twice as many 
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more 
stcanjing 
inward 
tho 
narrow 
straits which si^parato Eurnpe from Asia. 


Thcrois still another sido to the (lucs- 
tioij. If the conihint'd ]iowers shoukl de- 
cide that the Turk must go, v.ould the 
Bultan fight? 


There is 
not much doubt that ho 
WíjuIíÍ. 
He v.-ouid ho v.'liippcd—tliat is 
not in question—but it nrast ho r'-uicm- 
bered that ho t'ouies frtini a race of 
figiitoTH. He is a direct di'sccndant of 
Seiim tiie Grim, who dronclii-d Peroia, 
x-gypl and Syria in blood, doubled his 
empiro and inspired all Europe with 
terror.

fighr. Kis st:;ndin;; arniydiu's r.ot num- 
ber ninre tiian "-.';!(•,000 in rime of peace, 
but in case of v/ar lie could put b00,000 
men -snider anns. 


The Turkish naval force is ridiculous- 
ly .'<n;all v.iien coniparfd v.-ith that of 
otlier 
European 
countries. 
Our 
two 
modern cruisers, tho San Fj'a.ncisco and 
tho Marblehead, now in the Mediter- 
ranean, eould destroy the Vvhole lleet of 
the sultan and not half tiy. 


So it is apparc!it that but little could 
be done to stop the advance of the com- 
bined squadriins. 
The best the sultan 
could do ^vou}(l he to sow tlio Darda- 
nelles thick with torpedoes and man his 
forts along tho siiore. 
This would only 
delay matters for a little. The torpedoes 
would all be fished up v.-ithin a few 
days and a half hour's bombardment 
would silence the forts. 


Should tho sultan still hold out after 
the hostile fleet had anchored off Con- 
stantinople he v/ould speedily find his 
palaces tumbling iu ruins about his ears. 


Aboard tlio ci.qhty odd sliips which 
would train their guns on his capital 
would be over 200 six inch rapid firo 
rifles which could hurl 100 pound steel 
bolts for a distance of six miles and lit- 
erally keep the air full of them. No one 
but a Turk would think of fighting with 
such odds as the.so against him, but the 
Turk is a hard individual to "place" 
under all conditions, and none more so 
than the present sultan. 


Abdul Hamid, who may be tho last 
to bear the title, is a remarkable man. 
While the fate of his empire, which is 
half the size of tho United States, is in 
the balance, he is concerned only about 
his own personal safetj'. 


He is absolute ruler over 33,000,000 
of people, over every one of whom he 
has the power of life and death. Yet he 
does not feel safe in a palace guarded 
moro strongly than any other in tho 
world. 


He spends $30,000,000 a year in keep- 
ing up a household where he is in con- 
stant fear of assassination. 


He solemnly assures England one mo- 
ment that he lias ordered the instigators 
of fre.sh outrages on Christians to be 
punished and the next moment he re- 
wards those same men with honors and 
offices. 


He professes to be deeply interested 
in the education and freedom of women 
and keeps a harem in which 1)00 women 
are slaves in darkest bondage. 


The finest palace of the many that the 
sultan possesse.s, and one of the first 
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which v,-ould be destroyed .should the 
guns of a fleet ever be traiiied on his 
capital, is that of Dolma Bagiche. This 
is a fairyliko structure which fairly 
seems to Irang over the blue waters of 
the Bospprus. 
Its foundations are on 
the clifl's which hem in the strait. 
It 
was built by Abdul Aziz, Hamid's pred- 
ecessor, v;ho spent $3,000,000 a year 
iu keeping it up. 
It is a gorgeous pile 
whose walls blazfe v.'ith gold and glitter 
with crystal, alabaster and lapis lazuli. 
It is probably the most sjileiidid palaco 
in the world, but Abdr.l Hamid did not 
fancy it, and on a hill overlooking this 
palace built another, which is called 
Yildiz Kiosk, or the Palaco of the Star. 
Here he lives v.'ith the 4,000 persons 
who compose his household. 


It is in Dalma Bagtche, however, that 
all the impre-ssivefiujctions of state and 
the elaborate religious ccremonie.s occur. 
There ho consults with his miuister.s. 
These latter functionaries are really of 
but little importance, for the word of 
the sultan is the only law of the land. 
His cabinet officers are mere puppets, 
who retain tiieir places as long as they 
do as they are told. 


Sometimes they aro used as scape- 
goats. An instance of this kind occurred 
recently v-'Jien tho sultan dismi.sscd his 
minister of foreign affairs, whom he 
blamed for a fre.sh outbreak in Armenia. 
The insincerity of tins action w;is shown 
soon after by his appointment to tho va- 
cant office of Tewfik Pasha, who was 
charged V\-ith being an instigator of the 
Armenian massacres. 


Armeiiia, the country about which all 
tho recent outcry has been raised, i.s a 
district in the far eastern port of the 
siiltan's empire 
and on tho 
Russian 
frontier. 
This province, as are several 
of 
those 
adjoiniujii, is overrim with 
Kurds. Some of the Kurds aro farmers, 
but the majority are nimiads and brig- 
ands,. 
Tho industrious inhabitants are 
Cliristian Armenians, who aro openly 
robbed bj- tho Kurds aiul ;-ubject to ex- 
tortion from the Jiussulnian tax gather- 
ers. 
Their revolts against this .«-ort of 
persecution have bci n fnllovre.l by the 
blo(jdy 
outrages 
of 
%shich we 
have 
hoard so much. 


Russia claims a right to protect these 
Christians because, ihey aro all 
ra(ni- 
bers of the (.-¡lei k elunrh, the ctiicial 
religion in Eu.ssia. Tlie sultan either 
?annot or will not ])rotect tlie Chris- 
tians, and there tho matte r stands. 
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! and cord ;u!d tassel to niateli.

Aslianti has been slightly known to 
tho civilized world for 200 years, but 
few white men are acquainted with the 
country or its people. 
In 1873 Sir Gar- 
net Vvolseley made a dash into the re- 
gion and attacked King Koffi Kalkalli, 
then the monarch, who fled from his 
capital, ii:uni!i.ssi, at the approach of 
tho British forces, whose triumph was 
signalized by brrrning the town. 
After 
that the king sued for peace, which was 
accorded on condition that ho should 
submit to a pecuniary penalty'for his 
repeated invasions of the Fanti country, 
which lay within tho British protecto- 
rate and because of which the expedition

A plain story of the frightful killing 
of tho men of Ashanti by the orders of 
the king of the country reads like the 
most exaggerated product of au insane 
imagination. 
Not far from the town is 
what is kiioAvn as the "forest of death. " 
It is a "perfect catacomb of skulls and 
bones." 
Whoever displeases tho king is 
sent there to bo decapitated. 
Whenever 
a rich mnn or a man of prominence dies, 
numbers of his relatives are beheaded in 
liko manner, and sometimes 40 or 50 
persons are killed there in a single day. 
Those who saw this awful place in 1873 
say there is not language in existence fitly 
to de.-cribe irs horrors. 
There are at all 
times many bodios in a state of partial 
decomposition, and from the place there 
arose, 
23 
years 
ago, 
such 
dreadful 
stenches as to make some of the hardy 
white soldiers obliged to endure them 
ill for weeks. 


Tho Ashanti 
country extends from 
east to west more than 000 miles, but 
just how large it is is unknown. Its pop- 
ulation is variously estimated at from 
I),000,000 to 10,000,000. T h e country is 
fertile. It is extremely rich in gold. 
In 
fact, some of the mines are said to be 
among the richest in all Africa, and 
thcro are whispers that the coming ex- 
pedition- has been projected chiefly for 
tho purpose of enabling Englishmen to 
control tho.sc mines. 
Most of them aro 
now worked for tlie benefit of the king. 


For an African kingdom, ruled by an 
absolute de.«pot, Ashanti has a tolera- 
bly well organized state of society. The 
country is divided into districts, each 
being ruled by a prince who is absolute 
and receives his rank in a hereditary 
inanncr. Ho may cut off as many iicads 
as ho likes, and, in fact, is absolute 
master of the iiihabitant.s of his district, 
but in turn is himself completely at the 
mercy of the king and liable at any 
time to lose his own head. 
In time of 
peace these chicfs collect the royal rev- 
enue ; in time of war each commands a 
soction of 
tho royal army, which is 
much better organized than tho:-;e of the 
feirrror.nding tribe.-'. 


The present ruler. King Kwaku Dua, 
sometimes callcd Prembi, who is only 
2:3 years old, has abrogated most of the 
provisions contained iu iho treaty drawn 
upbetv\Ten his prc?decessor and theBrit- 
i.- li ia 18?3 and beyond a doubt has re- 
vived the 
old custom 
of 
wholesale 
slaughter. This was supposed to bo true 
as long ago as lSis8, v/hen it was first 
proposed that a British resident should 
live in Kuinassi. 
To this proposition 
tho young king diss'ented with great em- 
phasis, and somewhat recently the gov- 
trnor of the Gold Coast sent to the sav- 
::go ruler an ultinjatum cn behalf of tho 
I'iritish by tho hands of two ofiicers. 
Captains Cramer and Irvine, escorted 
by a furce of houssas, or native west Af- 
rican;;. 


I'iie king treated tlio ultimatum with 
eoinemnt, and Culonel Sir Francis Sccitt, 
inspector i.;>^nenil of the Gold Coast con- 
st ;:];ular\-, began 
innnodiafo 
i:>repara-

Lawyer J o h n t.. Peak and Missouri Both 
Honored by President Cleveland. 


John L. Peak, who has been appoint- 
ed to succeed James O. Broadhead as 
United States envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary to the republic 
of Switzerland, is a resident of Kansas 
City and a lawyer noted in Missom'i for 
his varied .scholarly attainments as well 
as for his legal erudition. 
He has never 
been an active politician and did not 
seek the high office to which he has 
been appointed, but when the nomina- 
tion was tendered him the leading Dem- 
ocrats of Missouri unliesitatingly tesCi- 
fied to his eminent fitness for the posi- 
tion.

14, at Georgetown, and in J8S4 and ISSÒ 
was eminent commander of

commandery. No. 3.'3, uf Kausas City. 
Tho onlj- political orilce he has ever 
held was his oiììce as pro.secuting attor- 
ney. 
Ho has a wife ;uid three adiiptcd 
children and will leave for Switzerlaiid 
as soon as liis nomination is confirmed 
by the United States senate.

is 
dauphter of James H. Davis, for 
many years a ])rtmnnent Kentucky law- 
yer.

A boy was born in St. Louis forty-five 
years ago of old colonial 
stock, who 
grev,- up in Nev/ England and the west,- 
and thus came to possess as a man 
many of the chai-acteristics of the dwel- 
lers in both these sections. 
^Vhile he 
was yet a little child his mother died, 
and he was placed in the care of his 
aunt. Miss Mary French, of Amherst, 
Mass. 
At 17 years of age he entered 
Williams college. 
His father, Roswell 
¡\r. Field, a distinguished lawyer of SL, 
Louis, who is, perhaps, best known as 
one of the counsel for Dred Scott in the 
famous slavery case, was a thorough 
scholar. 
He required the young stu- 
dent to carry 
on all 
correspondence 
with him in Latin. 
Before the son had 
been long at Williams college the fath- 
er died. Prof. John W. Burgess, who was 
appointed 
the boy's guardian, placed 
liim at Knox college, at Galesburg, III. 
He studied there two years, and after- 
ward remained for some time at the 
University of Missouri. In 1871, having 
attained 
his 
majority, 
Mr. 
Eugene 
Field went to Europe, where he ti'aveled 
for six months. He became a newspaper 
reporter in 1873, being employed on the 
3t. Louis Evening Journal, of which he 
soon was made city editor. 
He 
also 
worked on a newspaper in St. Joseph 
for several months, and later became 
managing editor of 
the Kansas 
City 
rimes. About fifteen years ago he went 
to Denver as a member of the editorial 
staff of the Tribune of that city. 
There, 
within a short time his writings gave 
him a wide reputation. 


Tall, slender, boyish, blonde and ag- 
gressive, this 
promising 
young 
man 
came out of the west thirteen years ago. 
During those years the growth of his 
powers 
was 
continuous 
and 
rapid. 
Light-hearted 
and 
kindly, 
fond 
of 
friends, and yet a scholarly man, de- 
voted to his family and a little child 
among children, he was learning les- 
sons of his art in a variety of schools. 
His capacity fSr work was prodigious. 
A pen capable of making only the fin- 
est hair strokes, when once set to trav- 
eling over a pad of paper on his knee, 
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EUGENE FIELD, 
within tvvo hours supplied enough of 
his beautiful, microscopic writing to fill 
a long newspaper column of agate type. 
Usually the sheets v.-ent to the printers 
without a blot or erasure. 
Yet 
Mr. 
Field's best productions were by 
no 
means hastily done. A poem or a story 
grew in his mind for days, and 
some- 
times for weeks or months, before a 
word of it was written. 
Finally 
its 
turn came, and then the whole was set 
down in all haste. Apparently there was 
never a lack of subjects. 
The trouble 
lay mainly in the picking and choos- 
ing. 
Realizing that liIs ability to do 
good work was constantly increasing. 
Eugene Field was siov/ to publish his 
stories and poems in book form. 
His 
volumes were issued because not even 
their severest critic, the author of them, 
could help confessing that they deserv- 
ed to see the light.

A good idea of the magni- 
tude of the work is given by the pict- 
ure. 
The 
statue, 
when 
completed, 
which will not be for five or six months 
vet, is to be set up in the city of Charles- 
ton, S. C. Mr. Rhind receives his com- 
mission from the Ladies' Calhoun as- 
sociation of Charleston, which had or- 
ganized and raised a fund for the erec- 
tion of a statue of Calhoun when the 
v»-ar broke out. 
After the war half of 
the fund was expended on 
a 
statue 
which is now standing in Charleston 
but it is not a satisfactory one. and Mr. 
Rhind's is designed to take its place. 
Of the original members of the associa- 
tion only four or five now survive. One 
of these is Mrs. Snowden, now ninety 
yaers old. She from the first has been 
president of the association, and is said 
to have insured the safety of the fund 
during the war by sewing the govern- 
ment bonds, in v;hich it was invested, 
into her petticoat. 
It is also said that, 
icf her young da-ys, there was a romantic 
attachment between her and Calhoun. 


Mr. Rhind is a young Scotchman who 
came to New York in 1889, and who 
has since then produced some quite not- 
able work.

Chambers, the publisher, and the re- 
clining statue of the Marquis of Mon- 
trose in St. Giles—works that are re- 
garded as among the choicest art treas- 
ures of Edinburgh. 
Mr. Rhind 
first 
studied for a short time in Edinburgh, 
then in London, and then in Paris un- 
der Delan. 
It was soon after complet- 
ing his studies in Paris that he came to 
America. 
The first v/ork he did after 
coming v/as for the decoration of the 
Theological seminary at Twenty-first 
street and Ninth avenue. New York. 
His reputation, however, 
was estab- 
lished by his designs for the bronze 
doors of Trinity ehurch, donated by 
William Waldorf Astor in commemora- 
tion of his father, and his designs for 
the King fountain in Alba,ny, N. Y. He 
is at present engaged on a large dec- 
orative figure for the portico of the 
American Surety 
building. New York, 
and an elaborate scheme of decoration 
for commencement hall, Princeton col- 
lege.

There is no finer illustration of what 
a noble public spirit among private citi- 
lens may do for a community than the 
Public library of Boston. As years go 
it is not so old yet, though when one 
remembers that New York city has still 
no great free public library that of Bos- 
ton seems comparatively venerable. Its 
real beginning came at the commence- 
ment of 1848, though there were colleo- 
tions of books ready for it before it had 
a name. It is interesting to note that 
the first gift of books—50 volumes—to 
the new library was made by the city 
of Paris. 


Historic names are plentiful in the 
story of the Boston Public 
library. 
Josiah Quincy fathered it and fostered 
it; Edward Everett obtained from the 
United States government a rare gift of 
1,000 books, important historical docu- 
ments; Robert G. Winthrop gave SCO 
volumes; Hon. John P. Bigelow, mayor 
of Boston, gave, in 1850, 11,000 in 
money. Finally, in 1852, across the seas 
came the largest gift of alL 
Joshua 
Bates had been a Bostonian, but became 
London merchant and did well in 
trade. 
He presented $50,000 to his na- 
tive town for the purpose of buying 
books. 


Then it was, and not till then, that 
the city authorities themselves took the 
matter in hand in a practical way and 
appropriated money to erect a library 
building on Boylston street. The corner- 
stone was laid Sept. 17, 1855, on the 
two hundred and twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the city of Bos- 
ton itself. 
The glory and beauty of 
the whole enterprise were expressed in 
three words carved upon the entrance 
of the library, "Free to AIL" 
Robert 
C. Winthrop and Edward Everett, two of 
the great orators of New England and of 
the United States, made addresses at 
the dedication. 
A noteworthy sentence 
in the address of Everett was this: "If 
there is one lesson more than another 
directly deducible from the life of 
Franklin, it is the close connection of a 
thoroughly practical and useful life and 
career with books, libraries and read- 
ing." 


The spirited Bostonians, men and wo- 
men, who have given money and books 
to that library are numbered almost by 
the hundred. A dozen branches and de- 
livery stations are now scattered through 
the annexed districts of Boston. 
The 
library itself contains almost a hundred 
thousand volumes, with an annual in- 
come of 876,000. 
The new Copley 
Square 
building was occupied 
last 
March. The story is a lesson for rich 
people.

cept just the farmer himself appears to 
know why the agriculturist is not boom- 
ing with prosperity, and what he mufet 
do in order so to boom. The farmer 
must vary his products, says one writer 
who never dug a potato in his lifa Rnin 
is in the raising of one or two crops 
alone. 
Why did not the farmer have a 
supply of ready grown cattle to meet the 
late rise in beef? says one. That he did 
not shows amazing lack of foresight, 
this writer thinks. Let us see. Suppose 
the farmer has a dozen fine beeves to 
market. First he must ship them to the 
live stock commission men in the city, 
himself paying the freight on them. The 
commission man sells the animals to the 
butcher, making his own neat profit on 
them. The butcher kills them and sells 
them anew to the wholesale meat dealer, 
making also his neat profit. The whole- 
gale man disposes of the meat by the 
half or quarter carcass to the retailer. 
The wholesaler again makes his little 
per cent Last of all the retailer sells to 
the consumer and makes his per.cent. 
With all these people between him and 
the consumer making their living off 
that steer, how much is the farmer like- 
ly to get for it? Here is a question in 
mental arithmetic for the wise economic 
writers.

WHEN THEY DIE THEY TAKE 
SOME 
ONE ALONG WITH TfiEM. 


Boicidea Regarded as Heroes, Particular 
ly If the Victim Is 
Disembowelled— 
Strange and Brntal Idea Whicli Pre 
Tails In that Country. 


HE latest outrage 
of w^ich the Jap 
anese are accused 
is the murder of 
the Korean queen 
and 
t h e 
Japanese 
government has ar 
rested 
many 
of 
those suspected 
being concerned 
her 
assassination 
The GOEHI are a con 
Btanf source of trouble to the Japanese 
government, and every newspaper read 
er who peruses the forogn news with 
intelli«enee must have noticed that on 
occasions of great political excitement 
in the mikado's empire the soshi are 
reported as creating grave alarm. 


In Japan the soshi occupy a some 
what similar position to that held by 
the German university «indents in the 
Fatherland, save that they are more 
tiffbulent, more important and more 
numerous 
than the Teutonic 
repre 
sentatives of tbe same class, and there 
is a greater admixture of political agi 
tator in the soshi than there is in the 
German student. The modern soshi 
the outcome of tiiat extraordinary and 
n^pld change of heart that came over

Japan so short a time past that some 
of the new system has not yet become 
well grafted upon the oU order of 
things. 


The word itself, soshi, is derived from 
two Chinese characters—eo, a strong 
and able-bodied man, and shl, a scholar 
or sage. At first the term was applied 
only to students of the different schools 
and universities^ and the soshi was 
only a young student of amy age be- 
tween 14 and 30. 


Many of them entered the police 
force, for Japan maintains a military 
police, and here the former warrior 
found restored to him the sword which 
a recent edict had forbidden him to 
wear as a customary part of his at- 
tire. The fact that so many of the 
Samurai families found in the police 
department a field for their talents ex- 
plains the secret of the extra/jrdinary 
deference 
shown by the shopkeepers 
and lower classes to the iKJiioeman of 
his district. 


Others entered the government serv- 
ice as clerks in various capacities, for 
they were a highly educated class. But 
still there is not room in the govern- 
ment service for all these descendants 
of the Samurai, and there yet rankles 
in the hearts of piany of them the mor- 
tifying fact that they have lost those 
caste privileges which were so dear to 
their souls. And there is nothing they 
dread so much as the bitter humiliation 
of falling into insignificance and obli- 
vion. 


The recent attack upon Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese envoy, was the work 
of a fanatic soshi, and the rest of the 
Japanese felt this stain upon their na- 
tional honor keenly. 


The soshi never lack for courage, and 
it is a notable circumstance in connec- 
tion with these assassinations and at-

said that in the year 1429 Giles de La- 
val, Lord of Raiz, was made Marshal 
of France. 
This man was noted for 
his debaucheries and crimes, among 
them the murder of many wives.

Velvet Trlmmlnjc. 


A trimming which is to be quite lav- 
ishly used is velvet, either in ribbon 
or in bias bands turned in at the edges 
and lined with buckram. 
These bands 
are t}sed to trim the seams of skirts, 
and are also set from the shoulder 
seams to the waist-line. 
Velvet collars 
and cuffs are used on wool fabrics of 
all sorts, as well as on silk. 
Lace is to 
be quite as much used during the com- 
ing season as it has been through the 
summer. Dre^es of silk or fine wool are 
trimmed with lace, about eight 
or 
ten inches deep. 
This is set on in

sometimes it is laid

Housekeepins: Hints. 


Put new flannel into clean, cold water 
and let it remain for a week, chang- 
ing the water, using a little soap to re- 
move the oil. Flannel 
thus washed 
never hardens or shrinks. 


Woolen blankets should be washed 
In warm water after having been soaked 
for an hour in lukewarm water in which 
one and a half tablespoonfuls of am- 
monia are added to each 
pailful of 
water. 
Pound gently when washing, 
but do not rub. Rinse three times in 
clean water. 


When grease is spilled on the kitchen 
fioor cold water should be poured over 
it immediately; the grease will then 
harden and can e ^ i l y be scraped away 
when firm. If it is not treated in this 
fashion it sinlcs into the floor and re- 
peated scrubbings fail 
to remove it. 
While this is true for grease, it does not 
do with oils. 


Turpentine is the best friend house- 
keepers have, and a supply should al- 
ways be kept on hand. 
It is good for 
burns, excellent for corns, 
good for 
rheumatism and sore throat and a quick 
remedy for flts and convulsions. 
It is 
a sure preventative against moths, a 
few drops 
rendering 
garments 
safe 
from such invasions during the sum- 
mer. 
It 
drives 
ants 
and 
bugs 
from storerooms and corners by put- 
ting a few drops on the shelves. It ef- 
fectually 
destroys 
bugs and injures 
neither furniture nor clothing. 
For 
cleanings paint add a spoonful to a pail 
of warm water. A little in the suds on 
washday makes washing easier.

Memory Verses, 44, 45—Golden Text, 
I Sam. xvii, 47—Commentary by the 
Kev. I>. M. Stearns. 


88. "And Saul armed David with his ar- 
mor." In the intervening verses since last 
lesson we see David refreshing Saul with 
his harp, greatly loved by him, having be- 
come his armor bearer (chapter xvi, 21, 
83). He afterward retiirned to feed his fa- 
ther's sheep at Bethlehem (xvii, 15). Tlie 
R. V. says that he wont to and fro be- 
tween Saul and Bethlehem. 
But now the 
armies of Israel and of the Philistines are 
face to face, and the hosts of Israel are de- 
fled by the giant, Goliath of Gath. David, 
having come from home to see how his 
brethren fared and observing how the God 
of Israel was being dishonored, offered to 
fight and conquer the giant. Saul, hearing 
his story of trust in the Lord (verses 34 to 
87), accepts his offer and clothes him with 
his armor. 


89. " I cannot go with these, for I have 
not proved them." 
Everything like nat- 
ural strength or human helps is apt to 
prove a hindrance in the Lord's work. If 
it was to be a test between flesh and flesh, 
armor and armor, Saul, who was head and 
shoulders above the people, should have 
gone forth to meet Goliath, 
David is but 
a shepherd youth, and if God will work 
through him it must be apart from human 
devices. 


40. "And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out of 
the brook." 
Being a shepherd, he went 
forth as such in his true character. 
Moses 
went from keeping sheep to conquer Pha- 
raoh. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ is the good 
and great and chief Shepherd who will yet 
humble all His foes. The sling and stones 
David had proved, and he may have had 
skill like the 700 left handed Benjamites 
of Judg. XX, 16. But the Lord was surely 
with him. 


41, 42. "When the Philistine looked 
about and saw David, he disdained him." 
They drew nigh to each other, the mighty 
man of flesh with his armor bearer before 
him, and the ruddy youth of fair counte- 
nance with no armor and no visible com- 
panion. 
The many thousands of Israel 
and of the Philistines looked on in wonder, 
but there were unseen hosts looking on, 
too, and the Lord Himself was there, but 
not with the Philistine. 


43, 44. "The Philistine cursed David by 
his gods." 
The flesh disdains the spirit 
and mocks as when Ishmael mocked Isaac. 
But the carnal mind knows not the Lord: 
Consider these two upon whom both earth 
and heaven were now intently gazing. 
The Philistine, 9 feet 6 inches high, with 
armor weighing over 200 poimds, a spear 
with a staff like a weaver's beam and a 
head weighing about 20 pounds, and an at- 
tendant to bear his shield; David, a youth 
in a shepherd's dress, alone, with but his 
staff and sling. 
The Philistine strong in 
his own might and cursing as he came; 
David in reliance upon the Lord and with 
a prayerful heart. 


45. " I come to thee in the name of the 
Lord of Hosts, the God of the armies of 
Israel, whom thou hast defied." 
Goliath 
represented himself, but David represented 
God. As truly as Jesus Christ represented 
the Father when He was here on earth in 
a mortal body, and the Father spoke 
through Him, and wrought through Him; 
so we like, David and Moses and Joshua 
and Gideon and the apostles, may and 
should represent the Lord Jesus and the 
Father in our mortal bodies. A whole 
hearted yielding to Him, and relying upon 
Him, with no aim but to honor Him will 
demonstrate (Jer. xxxiii, 


46. "That all the earth may know that 
there is a God in Israel." Seeking nothing 
for himself, but only to magnify Jehovah 
and lift His name out of the reproach 
resting upon it, David went forth with his 
heart stayed upon Him who had delivered 
him from the lion and the boar. Could our 
churches get rid of the ambition to mag- 
nify themselves and their denominations, 
and live only to magnify the Lord, they 
would soon see His power on their behaiC 
(II Chron. xvi, 9). 


47. "The battle is the Lord's." See also 
n 
Chron. xx, 15. I t is not sword or 
sp^r, but the Lord who shall work. "Not 
by might nor by power, but by My spirit, 
saith the Lord of Hosts" (Zech. iv, 6). 
Consider the passage through the Red sea, 
and the Jordan, as well as the deliverance 
from Egypt. 
Consider the waUs of Jer- 
icho also, and let us, like Moses and Josh- 
ua, put off our shoes and keep them off, 
lest we hinder the Lord of Hosts by think- 
ing that the work is ours and by making 
suggestions to Him as to how things ought 
to be done. Oh, to keep our hands off and 
stop attempting to steady the ark. We 
must also studiously avoid all the "new 
cart" business. 


48. 49. "David hasted and ran toward 
the army to meet the Philistine." The 
crisis is on; all eyes are upon these two 
men. What an exciting moment I A stone 
is quickly in David's sling, swiftly it flies 
around his head and is on its way with 
unerring aim to its destination. I t strikes 
the giant on the forehead, sinks into his 
head, and he falls upon his face to the 
earth. 
David is victor—no; the Lord of 
Hosts is the victor, and little David is the 
happy vessel used by God, because his aim 
was to magnify Jehovah. 


50. "So David prevailed over the Philis- 
tine with a sling and with a stone." God 
chooses weak things and things which are 
not to bring to naught things which are, 
that no flesh may glory in His presence. 
WhenNehemiah finished the wall with the 
aid of the merchants and goldsmiths and 
apothecaries and women, it is written that 
"his enemies perceived that the work was 
wrought of God" (Neh. vi, 16). Had the 
workmen been well skilled in the art of 
building stone walls, then they would 
have had the credit. Had David been a 
mighty man and warrior he might have 
had the credit, but now it is clearly of God, 
and Israel is rebuked for her lack of faith 
in Him. 


51. Slain by the stone from David's 
sling, David now takes the giant's own 
sword and cuts off his head and brings it 
in his hand to Saul. 
The Philistines floe, 
Israel pursues, and there is a great victory, 
for the Lord hath done it. Let us become 
skillful in using the stones from the 
brook, the precious things from the word 
of God, for nothing will bring down the 
giants of pride and blasphemy like the 
word of God given forth in His name.

"SQÚÍRWS" A BRITISH PEER, 


How Randy Churchill Pulled Him Down 
and Smashed His Tile. 


Baron " S q u i r m s " is what the mem- 
bers of the house of commons call their 
colleague, Henry 
de Worms, who 
was recently cre- 
ated 
a 
British 
peer in recogni- 
tiou of his work 
in the interna- 
tional convention 
on 
sugar 
boun- 
ties. He has long 
been an Austrian 
baron, 
aud has 
beep 
prominent 
in British 
poli- 


BARON DE WORMS, 
tics for 15 years. 
His family were Austrian Jews, but he 
was b o m in England, and in 1840, his 
father being Baron Solomon Benedict de 
Worms and his mother Henrietta, daugh- 
ter of Samuel Moses SamueJ of London. 
Youug 
De Worms was educated at 
King's college, London, and was elected 
a fellow of the institution iu 1863. 


The same yei\r he was called to the 
bar of the Inner Temple, and for some 
time practiced as a special pleader. H e 
was also a partner in the house of George 
Worms & Co., merchants of Austin- 
friars. In 1864 he married Fanny, the 
eldest daughter of the famous Viennese 
banker, 
Baron von Todesco, but the 
union proved unhappy, and the oouple 
were divorced. The baron's present wife 
is a daughter of Sir Benjamin Phillips, 
the great toy manufacturer. For a time 
the baron was a magistrate and deputy 
lieutenant for Middlesex, and he is a 
fellow of the Royal Asiatic society. 


In 1880 he was elected to parliament 
as a Conservative in place of Mr. Glad- 
stone. In 1891 he was appointed under- 
secretary for the colonies, and he expect- 
ed to be under foreign secretary in the 
present regime of Premier 
Salisbury, 
but the plum went to George N. Cur- 
zon, who not long ago married 
Miss 
Mary Leiter, the Chicago heiress. 


" S q u i r m s " is said to be somewhat 
vain and inclined to spread eagle ora- 
tory. 
It is stated that when Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill was leader in the com- 
mons he told " S q u i r m s " to make a short 
speech stirring up Gladstone. After the 
baron had talked five minutes Churchill 
saw that the object had been gained and 
nudged " S q u i r m s " to cease speaking.

gospel in foreign 
lands. The school 
was foxinded by 
Mrs. Lucy S. Os- 
boiu, Mrs. Dar- 
win 
R. 
James, 
Rev. Dr. Edward 
Braislin.theRev. 
William B. Os- 
born 
and the 
MISS HE.STER ALWAY. ß e v . LeightOU 


Williams in 1888. 
Among the students 
are two Japanese, two converted Polish 
Jews, an Armenian, a Persian, a Bul- 
garian and a number of Englishmen, 
Americans and negroes. The institute is 
conducted on the co-operative plan, ev- 
ery student does his part of the work, 
and the regular course is four years, in- 
cluding a preparatory course for those 
who need instruction in the English 
common branches. 


A graduate of a college or a normal 
school may enter the third year or junior 
class, where the real work of mission- 
ary training is begun, but one of the 
strong points of the institute is the fact 
that students who have a limited educa- 
tion are as welcome as others who are 
better prepared. 
The fees of the insti- 
tute are small, and if applicants give 
evidence of faith and earnestness of pur- 
pose lack of money will not bar them 
from the work. The institute thus proves 
a eteppiug stone to other 
institutious 
and colleges where more advanced work 
is taken. 
The preparatory work at the 
institute includes the study of physiol- 
ogy» hygiene j^ud simple remedies that 
prove 
invaluable to a missionary in 
countries where physicians are not to be 
found. 


The concludiug two years of the course 
are devoted to the study of the Bible, 
moral science, church history, theology, 
comparative religion and ethics, history 
of missions and missionary cotmtries, 
elocution, music and medicine. 
The 
students are also taught as much as pos- 
sible of the language of the country it is 
expected they will visit. 


In the absence of Mrs. Lucy S. Os- 
boru, the regular principal, the institute 
is in charge of Miss Hester Alway, a 
slender young woman who has devoted 
her life thus far to mission work, and 
has spent some time in India. The school 
is materially aided by voluntary contri- 
butions, and whenever sugar, towels, 
rent money, etc., are needed the pupils 
pray for them, and they usually come.

Author of the Unpublished 
Book on 
Hawaii Is a Hero of the Seas. 


All Kentuckians are popularly sup- 
posed to be brave and chivalric, and 
Lieutenant Lucien Young, U. S. N., 
who, it is said, has failed to get the sec- 
retary of the navy to consent to the 
publication of his book on Hawaii, seems 
to be no exception to the rule. Young is 
said to be the bravest man in the navy, 
and his career surely renders the state- 
ment probable. He was graduated from 
tho naval academy in 1873, and while a 
member of the Alaska's crew first show- 
ed his true mettle. 
The ship was off 
Taragon, Spain, and a seaman fell over- 
board and was severely injured. Thesh'ip 
wag spinning along" at tho rate of nine 
knots an hour, "and the Eca was heavy, 
but Youug promptly sprang overboard 
to the rescue of his imperiled shipmate. 
With rare pluck and endurance he sup- 
ported the sailor for 27 minutes until 
both were picked u p by a lifeboat. 


Young was an ensign on board the ill 
fated United States sloop of war Huron, 
Nov. 24, 1877, when she went ashore 
uear Oregon inlet, N. C., and 98 out of 
182 oflBcers and men were 
drowned. 


LIEUTENAJiT LtJCIEN YOUNG. 


The boats were swept away or stove in, 
the sea was ruuning mountains high, 
aud there seemed no hope for the men 
left on board. Finally Youug and a sea- 
man named Antonio Williams volun- 
teered to take a line ashore. 
They 
mounted one of the ship's rafts, and 
after being upset four times reached the 
shore. Shortly before they landed Young 
saved Williams' life and rescued nearly 
a dozen other men from the breakers. 
Ho then broke open the life saving sta- 
tion aiid rushed the apparatus back to 
tho wreck, but too late to savo any more 
lives. 
For his heroism Young was 
thanked, promoted and given a gold 
medal by congress, and Kentucky gave 
him a sword and made him an honorary 
member of her legislature. 


Another time Young saved four men, 
two children and a woman during a tor- 
nado on the Tagus river, Portugal. It is 
said he has refused decorations for he- 
roic acts 
from 
Portugal, 
Spain and 
France. He was on the Boston at Hono- 
lulu when the revolution of 1893 occur- 
red, and was in command of the marines 
landed to preserve order.

T DeWitt Talmage, on the eve 
of the assembling- of the'new congress, 
delivered a sermon appropriate to the 
Wcasion to his Washington congrega- 
tion, which included many of the na- 
tion's legislators. 
He took for his 
text: 
V And the Lord opened the eyes of the young 
man; and he saw; and, behojd, the mountain 
vas full of horses and chariots of fire around 
Bbout Elisha.—IL Kings, vi., 17. 


The American congress is assem- 
bling. 
Arriving or already arrived 
are the representatives of all sections 
ofJ;l^is,J^loved Jand^ 
us welcome 
them With prayers and benedictions. 
A uobler group of men never entered 
jWftôh^gton than those vpho will to- 
WbiTòW^kejtheir places in the sen- 
ate chamber'and the house of repre- 
sentatives; 
Whether they come alone, 
t)r leàvei ttieir families at the home- 
stead far away, may 
the 
blessing 
of 
the Eternal 
God ^e upon themt 
We invite them to our churches, and 
together, they in political sphei'es and 
•we in religious circles, will give the 
coming months to consideration of the 
best interests of this country which 
God has blessed so much in the past 
that I propose to show you and show 
them so far as I may now reach their 
ear, or to-morrow their eye through 
their printing press, that God will be 
with them to help them as in the text 
He filled the mountains with help for 
Elisha. 


As it cost England many regiments 
and twenty million ' dollars a year to 
keep safely a troublesome captive at 
St. Helena, so the king of Syria sends 
tout a whole army to capture one 
^ minister 
of 
religion—perhaps 
fifty 
thousand men—to take Elisha. 
Dur- 
i n g the night the army of Syrians 
came around the viUage of Dothan 
where the prophet was staying. 
At 
early daybreak the man servant of 
. Elisha rushed in and said: 
"What 
: shall 
we 
do? 
There 
is a whole 
army 
come to 
destroy 
you!- We 
must 
die! 
we 
musi 
dfe!" 
But 
Elisha was not scared a bit, for 
- he looked up and saw the 
moun- 
tains all around full of supernatural 
forces, and he knew that if there were 
fifty thousand Syrians- against ;him 
there were 
one hundred 
thousand 
•; angeils for him; and in answer to the 
prophet's prayer in behalf of his af- 
> 
frighted man servant, the young man 
: ,, saw it, •^pa 
Horses of 'fire harnessed 
to chariots of fire, a n i drivers of fire 
^ ' pulling reins of fire on'bits of fire, 
and*waiTÌors of fire with brandished 
swords of < fire, and the brilliance of 
that morning^ sunrise was. eclipsed 
by the galloping 
splendors of 
the 
celestial cavalcade. 
"And the 
Lord 
opened the eyes of the young man; 
and he saw; and, behold, the moun- 
tain was full of horses and chariots of 
fiire round about Elisha." I speak of 
the upper forces of the ..text that are 
to fight on. our side as a nation. 
If all 
the. low levels, are filled with armed 
threats, I have 'to tell'-^oii ^ ^ t the 
mountains of our hope and courage 
and faith are full of the honses and 
chariots'of Divine rescua 
• 


' 
Yîoà will notice that 
the 
Divine 


equipage is always represented' as a 
chal^iot of fire. Ezekial and Isaiah 
and John, when they come to describe 
the Divine equipage-always represent 
It;as a wheeled, a harnessed, an up- 
holstered, conflagration. 
It is n o t a 
chariot like kings and conquerors of 
earth mount, :but an organized and 
conipress^ fif& That meaias purity, 
justice, 
chastisement, 
deliverance 
. , 
through burning escapes. 
Chariot of 
:•/ 
• 
rescue? yes.'but a chariot of fire. All our 
national disenthralments 
have been 
through scorching agonies and red dis- 
, 
astws. 
Through tribulation the indi- 
: vidóal rises. 
Through tribulation na- 
tion^ rise. 
Chariots of rescue, 
but 
chariots of fire. But how do I know 
that this Divine equipage is on the 
side.of our institutions? I knpw it by 
the history of the last, one hundred 
land nineteen years. 
The American 
' revolution started from the pen 
of 
jQhn Hancbck in Independence hall 
in 
1776. 
The 
colonies, 
V^ithout 
: 
ships, without ammunition, without 
guns, Without trained warriors, with- 
out money, without prestige. 
On the 
other side, the mightiest nation of the 
earth, the' la,rgest' armiés^hé grandest 
navies, and the most diàtfnguished 
commanders, and resources inexhaus- 
tible, and nearly all thé tiations ready 
tobaòtc them up in t ^ .%ht. 
Noth- 
ing, as against immensity^ 
. 
The cause of the Aiuerioan colonies, 
# which started at zero, dropped still 
lower through the quarreling of gen- 
erals, 
and through 
thè 
jealousies 
at small successes, and through the 
winters which surpassed all predeces- 
sors in depth of snow and horrors of 
congealment. 
Elisha surrounded by 
the whole Syrifcn army did not seem 
to be worse off than did the thirteen 
colonies encompassed ;and. joyei:shad- 
owed by foreign assault. 
What de- 
cided the contest in oiir favor? The 
upper forces, the upper armies. 
The 
Green 
and 
White 
mountains 
of 
New England, the Highlands along 
the Hudson, the mountains of Vir- 
ginia, all the 
Appalachian- 
ranges 
were full of re-enforceinents which 
the young man Washington, saw by 
faith; and his men endured the frozen 
feet, and the gangrened wounds, and 
f the exhausting hunger, and the long 
march, because "the Lord opened the 
eyes of the young man; and he saw; 
and, behold, the mountains were full 
of horses and chariots of fire rouad 
about Elisha.'' 
Washington himself 
was a miracle. What Joshua was in sa- 
cred history, the first American presi- 
dent was in secular history. 
A thou- 
sand other men excelled him in differ- 
ent things, but he excelled them all in 
roundness and completeness of char- 
acter. 
The world never saw his like, 
and probably never will see his like 
again, because there probably never 
will be another 
such exigency. 
He 
was let down a Divine interposition. 
He was from God direct, 


i do not know how many can read 
the history of those times without ad- 
mitting the contest was decided by the 
upper forces. 
Then, in 1861, when our 
civil war opened, many at the north 
and at the south pronounced it na- 
tional suicide. 
It was not 
courage 
against cowardice, it was not wealth 
against poverty, it was not large states 
against small states. 
It was hero- 
ism against heroism, it was the re- 
sources of many generations against 
the resources of generations, it was 
the prayer of the north against the 
prayer of the south, it was one-half of 
the nation in armed wrath, meeting 
the other half of the nation in armed 
indignation. 
What could come but 
extermination? 


At the opening of the war the com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States 
forces was a man who had been great 
in battle, but old age had come, with 
many infirmities, and he had a right 
to quietude. 
He could 
not 
mount 
a 
horse, 
and 
he 
rode 
on 
the 
battle-field 
in 
a 
carriage, 
asking 
the 
driver 
not 
to 
jolt 
it 
too 
much. 
During the most of tlm four 
^cars of the contest, on the south - 


ern 
side, 
was a 
man 
in 
midlife, 
who had in his veins the blood of 
many generatsons of warrioi-s, himself 
one of the heroes of Cherubusco and 
Cerro Gordo, Conti-eras and Ghapulte- 
pec. 
As the j'ears passed on and the 
scroll of carnage unrolled there came 
out from both sides a heroism, and 
a 
strength, 
and 
a 
determination 
that 
the • world 
"had never 
seen 
marshaled. 
And 
what 
but 
exter- 
mination could 
coma 
when 
Philip 
Sheridan and Stonewall Jackson met, 
and 
Nathaniel 
Lyon 
and 
Sydney' 
Johntson 
rode in 
from north 
and 
south, and Grant and Lee, the two 
thunderbolts of battle, clashed! 
Yet 
we are a nation, and yet we are at 
peace. 
Earthly scourge did not excite 
the conflict 
The upper forces of ths 
text. 
They tell us there was a battle 
fought above the clouds on Lookout 
mountain; but there was something 
higher than that. 


Again, the horses and chariots of 
God came to the rescue of the nation 
in 1876, at the close of a presidential 
election famous for ferocity. 
A darker 
cloud 
yet 
settled down upon 
this 
nation. 
The result of 
the 
election 
was in dispute, and revolution, not be- 
tween two or three sections, but revo- 
lution in every town aud village and 
city of the United States seemed im- 
minent. 
The 
prospect 
was 
that 
New 
York 
would 
throttle 
New 
York, 
and 
New 
Orleans 
would 
grip 
New 
Orleans, 
and 
Boston, 
Boston, 
and 
Savannah, 
Savan- 
nah, and Washington, 
Washington. 
Some said Mr. Tilden was elected; 
others said Mr. Hayes was elected; and 
how near we came to universal massa- 
cre some of us guessed; but God o 
knew. 
I ascribe our escape not to t 
honesty and righteousness of infuri- 
ated politicians, but I ascribe it to the 
upper forces of the text. 
Chariots of 
mercy 
rolled in, 
and, 
though 
the 
wheels 
were 
not 
heard 
and 
the 
flash was not seen, yet all 
througli 
the mountains of the north and the 
south and the east and 
the west, 
though the hoofs did not clatter, 
the 
cavalry of God galloped by. 
I tell you 
God is the friend of this nation. 
In 
the awful e.xcitement at the massacre 
of Lincoln, when there was a prospect 
that greater slaughter 
would 
onen 
upon the nation, 
God 
hushed 
the 
tempest. 
In the awful excitement at 
the time of Garfield's assassination 
God put His foot on the neck of tiie 
cyclone. To prove God is on the side of 
this nation, I argue from the last eight 
or nine great national harvests, and 
from the national health of the last 
quarter of a century, epidemics very 
exceptional, and from the great re- 
vivals of religion and from the spread- 
ing of the Church of God, and from the 
continent blossoming with asylums and 
reformatory institutions, and from an 
Edenization which promises that this 
whole land is to be a paradise, where 
God shall walk. 


I am encouraged more than I can 
tell you as I see the regiments wheel- 
ing down the sky, and my jeremiads 
turn into doxologies, and that which 
was the Good Friday of the nation's 
crucifixion becomes the Easter morn 
of its resurrection. 
Of 
course, God 
works 
through 
human 
instrumen- 
talities, and this national betterment 
is to come among other things, through 
a scrutinized ballot-box. 
By the law 
of 
registration it is almost impo.s- 
sible now 
to have 
illegal 
voting. 
There was a time —you and I remem- 
ber ft very well—when droves of vaga- 
bonds" wandered up and down on elec- 
tion day, and from poll to poll, and 
voted here, and voted there, and voted 
everywhere, and 
there was no chal- 
lenge; or, if there were, it ámounted 
to nothing, 
because nothing 
could 
so suddenly 
be 
proved 
upon 
the 
vagabonds. 
Now, 
in 
every 
well- 
organized neighborhood, every voter 
is watched with severest scrutiny. 
If 
I am in a region where I am allowed a 
vote, I must tell the registrar my name, 
and how old I am, and how long I have 
resided in the state, and how long I 
have resided in the ward or township, 
and if I misrepresent, fifty witnesses 
will rise and shut me out from the bal- 
lot-box. 
Is not that a great advance? 
And then notice the law that 
pro- 
hibits a man voting if he has bet on 
the election. 
A step further needs to 
be taken, and that man forbidden 
a vote who has offered or taken a 
bribe, whether it be in the shape of a 
free drink, or cash paid down, the sus- 
picious 
cases obliged to 
put 
their 
hand on the Bible and swear their vote 
in if they vote at alL 
So, through the 
sacred chest of our nation's suffrage, 
redemption will come. 


God will save this nation through an 
aroused moral sentiment. 
There has 
never been so much discussion of mor- 
als and immorals. 
Men, whether or 
not they, acknowledger what is right, 
have to think what is right. ' We have 
men who have had their hands in the 
public treasury the most of their life- 
time, stealing all they could lay their 
hands on, discoursing eloquently about 
dishonesty in public servants; 
and 
men with two or three families of 
their own preaching eloquently about 
the beauties of the seventh command- 
ment 
The question of sobriety and 
drunkenness is thrust in the face of 
this nation as never before, and takes 
a 
part 
in 
our 
political 
contests. 
The 
question 
of 
national 
sobriet3- 
is going 
to 
be 
respectfully 
and 
deferentially 
heard 
at 
the 
bar of^ 
every legislature, and every house of 
representatives, and every state sen- 
ate; and an omnipotent voice will ring 
down the sky and across this land and 
back again saying to these rising tides 
of drunkenness 
which 
threaten to 
whelm home and church and nation: 
"Thus far shalt thou come, but no far- 
ther, and here shall thy proud waves 
be stayed." 


I have not in my mind a shadow of 
disheartenment as large as the shadow 
of a housefly's wing. 
My faith is in 
the upper forces, the upper armies of 
the text. 
God is not dead. 
The char- 
iots are not unwheeled. 
If you would 
only pra.y more, and wash your eyes 
in the cool, bright water fresh from 
the well of Christian reform, it would 
be said of you, as of this one of the 
text: 
"The Lord opened the e^'es of 
the young man, and he saw; and be- 
hold the mountain was full of horses 
and chariots of fire round about Eli- 
sha. " 


When the army of Antigonus went 
into battle, 
his 
soldiers were very 
much discouraged, and they rushed 
up to the general and said to him: 
"Don't you see we have a few forces, 
and they have so many more?" aud 
the soldiers were affrighted at the 
smallness of their number and the 
greatness 
of 
the 
enemy. 
Anti- 
gonus, their commander, strightened 
himself up, and 
said, 
with 
indigna- 
tion and vehemence: "How many do 
you reckon me to be?"' 
And when we 
see the vast armies arrayed against 
the cause of sobriety, it ma.y some- 
times be very discouraging, but I ask 
you in making up your estimate of 
the forces of righteousness—I ask you 
how many do you reckon the Lord 
God Almighty to be? He is our com- 
mander. 
The Loi-d of llosis is His 
name. 
I have tlie best authority for 
saying that the chariots of God are 
twenty thou.sand, and t!ie mountains 
are full of them. 


Have .vou an.v doi'bt about the n¿ad 
of the Christian reIi;.Mon to purif.v and 
make decent American 
polities? 
At 
ever.y yearly 
qiinilninni;:! I'li'cti'tii 
we have in this countr.v groat luann- 
faatoriei5--manufactoriea of lie^í; and 


they are run day and night, and they 
turn out half 
a dozen a 
da\', all 
equipped and ready for full sailing. 
Large 
lies 
and 
small 
lies. 
Lies 
private and 
lies 
public 
and 
lies 
prurient 
Lies cut bias, and lies cut 
diagonal. 
Long-limbed lies, and lies 
with double-back action. 
Lies com- 
plimentary and lies defamatory. 
Lies 
that some people believe, and lies that 
all the people believe, and lies that 
nobody 
believes. 
Lies 
with 
humps 
like 
camels 
and 
scales like croco- 
diles, 
and 
necks 
as 
long 
as 
storks, 
and 
feet 
as 
swift as 
an- 
telope's, and stings like adders. 
Lies 
raw and scalloped and panned 
and 
stewed. 
Crawling lies, and jumping 
lies, and soaring lies. 
Lies with at- 
tachment screws 
and 
rufflers and 
braiders and 
read.y-wound 
bobbins. 
Lies by Christian people who never lie 
except during elections, and lies by 
people who always lie, but beat them- 
selves in a presidential campaign. 


I confess, I am ashamed to have a 
foreigner visit this country in such 
times. 
I should think he would stand 
dazed, his hand on his 
pocketbook, 
and dare not go out nights. 
What will 
the hundreds of thou sands of foreign- 
ers who come here to live think of us? 
What a disgust the.v must have for the 
land of their adoption! The only good 
thing about it is, many of them can 
not understand the English language. 
But I suppose the German, and Ital- 
ian, and Swedish, and French papers 
translate it all, and peddle out the in- 
fernal stuff to the subscribers. 


Do you say that this is impracticable? 
No. 
The time is coming just as cer- 
tainly as there is a God, and that this 
is His Book, and that He has strength 
and the honesty to fulfill His promise. 
One of 
the 
ancient emperors used 
to 
pride 
himself 
on 
performing 
that 
which 
his 
counselors 
said 
was 
impossible, 
and 
I 
have 
to 
tell 
you to-day that man's impossi- 
bilities are God's easies. "Hath He said, 
and shall He not do it? 
Hath He com- 
manded, and will He not bring it to 
pass?" The Christian religion is com- 
ing to take possession of every ballot- 
box, of every school house, of every 
home, of every valle.y, of every moun- 
tain, of every acre of our national do- 
main. 
This nation, notwithstanding 
all the evil influences that are trying 
to destroy it, is going to live. 


Never since, according to John Mil- 
ton, when "Satan was hurled head- 
long flaming from the eternal skies in 
hideous ruin and combustion down," 
have the powers of darkness been so 
determined to win this continent as 
now. 
What a jewel it is—a jewel 
carved in relief, the cameo of this 
planet! 
On one side of us the Atlantic 
ocean, 
dividing 
us from the worn- 
out 
governments 
of 
Europe. 
On 
the 
other 
side 
the 
Pacific 
ocean, 
dividing 
us 
from 
the 
super- 
stitions of Asia. 
On the north of 
us the Arctic 
sea, 
which 
is 
the 
gymnasium in which the explorers 
and navigators develop their courage. 
A continent ten thousand five hun- 
miles long, seventeen million square 
miles, and all of it but about one- 
seventh 
capable of rich cultivation. 
One hundred millions of population on 
this continent of North and 
South 
America—one hundred millions, and 
room 
for 
many 
hundred 
mil- 
lions 
more. 
All 
flora 
and 
all 
fauna, and metals and all 
precious 
woods, and all grains and all fruits. 
The Appalachian range the backbone 
and the rivers the ganglia carrying 
life all through and out to the extrem- 
ities. 
Isthmus of Darien, the narrow 
waist of a giant continent, and all free, 
and all Christian, and the scene of 
Christ's personal reign on earth, if, ac- 
cording to the expectation of many 
good people. He shall at last set up 
His throne in this world. 


Who shall have this 
hemisphere, 
Christ or Satan? 
Who shall have the 
shore of her inland seas, the silver of 
her Nevadas, the gold of her Colora- 
dos, the telescopes of her observatories, 
the brain of 
her 
universities, 
the 
wheat of her prairies, the rice of her 
savannas, the two great ocean beaches 
—the one reaching from Baffin's bay to 
Térra del Fuego, and the other from 
Behring straits to Cape Horn—and all 
the moral and temporal and spirtual 
and everlasting interests of a popula- 
tion vast beyond all human computa- 
tion? 
Who shall have the hemisphere? 
You and I will decide that, or help to 
decide it, by conscientious vote, by 
earnest prilyer, by maintenance 
of 
Christian institutions, by support of 
that philanthropies, by putting body, 
mind and soul on the right side of all 
moral, 
religious and national move- 
ments. 


Ah! It will not be long before it will 
not make any difference to you or to 
me what becomes of this continent, so 
far as earthly comfort is concerned. 
All we want of it will be seven feet 
by three, and that' will take in the 
largest, and there will be room and to 
spare. 
That is all of this country we 
will need very soon—the youngest of us 
all. 
But we have au anxiety about 
the welfare and the happiness of the 
generations that are coming on, and it 
will be a grand thing if, when the 
archangel's trumpet sounds, we find 
that our sepulcher, like the one Joseph 
of Arimathea provided for Christ, is in 
the m idst of a garden. 


Have you faith in such a thing as 
that? 
After all the chariots have been 
unwheeled, and after 
all the 
war 
chargers 
have 
been 
crippled, 
the 
chariots which Elisha 
saw on 
the 
morning of his peril will roll on in tri- 
umph, followed by all the armies of 
Heaven on white horses. 
God could 
do it without us, but He will 
not. 
The 
weakest 
of 
us, 
the 
faintest 
of 
us, 
the 
smallest-brained 
of 
us, 
shall have a part in the 
triumph. 
We may not have 
our name, 
like 
the name of Sostratus, cut in imperish- 
able rock 
and conspicuous for cen- 
turies, but we shall be remembered in 
a better place than that, even in the 
heart of Him who came to redeem us 
and redeem the world, and our names 
will be seen close to the signature of 
His wound, for, as to-daj' He throws 
Oiib His arms to us, He says: 
"Behold, 
I have graven thee on the palms of 
my hand." 


By the mightiest of all agencies, the 
potency of prayer, I beg you seek our 
national welfare. 
Some time ago there 
were four million six hundred thou- 
sand letters in the dead-letter post 
office in this city—letters that 
lost 
their way—but not one prayer ever 
directed to the heart of God 
mis- 
carried. 
The way is all clear for the 
ascent of your supplications heaven- 
ward in behalf of this nation. 
Before 
the postal communication was so easy, 
and long ago, ou a rock one hundred 
feet high, on the coast of England, 
there was a barrel fastened to a post, 
and in great letters on the side of the 
rock, so it could be seen far out at sea, 
were 
the 
words 
"Post office;" aud 
when ships came b.y ii boat put out to 
take and fetch letters. 
And .so sacred

B E E R 
S T A T I S T I C S . 


The Veritable Ocean of the Stnfl Pro- 
duced by Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States. 
Accordng to Gambrinus, the cele- 
brated liquor statistician of 
Vienna, 
the grand total of the world's produc- 
tion of malt liquors for 1894 is placed 
at 207,361,258 hectoliters, an increase, 
as compared with the brew of 189.^, 
given by the same authority, of 2,7G1,- 
848 hectoliters. 
In the production of 
this 
veritable ocean of beer, 44,531 
breweries are said to be engaged, less 
by 787 than were in operation in 1893. 
There were paid in taxes by this great 
Industry the enormous sum of 016,178,- 
165 Austrian crowns, in round figures, 
$146,500,000 United States currency. 


Germany ranks first among the beer- 
producing countries; her brew for that 
year amounting to 55,499,467 hecto- 
liters, against 54,642,367 hectoliters for 
1893, a satisfactory increase of 857,100 
hectoliters. 
Closely following Ger- 
many comes Great Britain and Ireland; 
her brew for 1894 amounted to 52,774,- 
.'¡24 hectoliters, against 52,493,316 hecto- 
liters for 1893, an increase of 281,008 
hectoliters. 


Third on the list of beer-brewing 
countries is "America," tinder which 
title is included not only the United 
States, but 
British 
North America, 
IMexico and the various South and Cen- 
tral American countries. 
"America" 
is credited with 2,112 breweris and a 
total output of 50,102,700 hectoliters of 
beer, as compared with 2,068 breweries 
and 
49,292,430 hectoliters of beer in 
1893. The per capita consumption is 
quoted as 73 liters, compared with 72.8 
liters last year. 
The brewers of the 
United States alone produced, in round 
figures, 38,500,000 hectoliters of malt 
liquors during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894, leaving 11,602,700 hecto- 
liters as the brew of Canada and the 
South and Central American countries, 
which is several times as much as they 
actually produced.

It takes

ones ?

He does not require impossibilities ol 
us. 
When we are exhoi'ted: "Quit you 
like men," it is because it is possible for 
us to be men of might and endurance. 


The way is a plain one to those who 
seek it. 
When you become a follower 
of Christ, leave all else to follow Him. 
Do not try to follow Him and Satan at 
the same time. 
The two paths are not 
the. same; they do not point in the 
same direction. 
When you take hold 
on the promise of God, let go the al- 
lurements of sin. 
There is no one who 
cannot exercise this much decision, 
with the help of the Holy Spirit. 
It 
is divided allegiance that makes weak 
and indecisive lives. 
Let there be 
one 
purpose—to 
serve 
Christ, 
one 
desire-—to be His follower, one aim— 
to become like Him, one hope—to see 
Him as He is. There is no one so weak 
as not to be able to do this much by 
simple concentration of the power of 
the will. 
It is attempts to do two op- 
posite and irreconcilable things at the 
same time that causes indecision. 
No 
will is strong enough to succeed in such 
an effort. Conversion means a turn- 
ing. 
Turn your back on sin and all 
selfish desires, and your face will be 
toward God and righteousness. 
Keep 
it in that direction. 
Never entertain 
the thought of turning back. 
You can- 
not go on and go back at the same 
time. 
If you try to do so, you will be 
a weak and wavering Cihristian, a hin- 
drance, a stumbling-block, with no- 
body's respect. 


Concentration of the powers of j'our 
being, however weak, will easily bring 
you to the point of deciding to be a 
Christian now and henceforth. 
Here 
the work of strengthening your reso- 
lution and forming a positive Christian 
chraacter 
will 
begin. 
Cultivation 
must follow concentration. 
Form at 
once habits of worship and attention to 
religious duty. 
Every prayer offered, 
every portion of 
Scripture 
learned, 
every hymn sung devoutly, every act of 
a religious nature, every good deed, 
tends to your confirmation as a Chris- 
tian. 
Character is built by a multitude 
of little acts, little thoughts, little de- 
cisions. 
l?y resisting little tempta- 
tions strength is gained to overcome 
the greatest. 
It is according to God's 
purpose that we shoidd increase in 
faith, in knowledge and in grace.

The tempest which raises the 
billows of the Atlantic does not make 
a ripple on a street pool, and the tares 
that strive with the wheat unto harvest 
in the deep, rich loam would wither on 
the stony soil. 
Pharisees and prigs 
are not tempted, and must always be 
less than men. 
It is in the furnace 
that 
virile 
character is formed and 
men come to their best. When one 
holds himself in hand, as a driver guides 
a pair of mettled horses, then be sure 
that he has paid many a struggle for 
this mastery. 
Perfect purity means, 
as a rule, the victory over passion; 
self-restraint, the control of a fiery 
temper. 
It is the tempest which roots 
the tree, the strokes of the hammer 
which give muscle to the blacksmith's 
arms. 
Before Jesus began His public 
work He was led up and tempted. 


There is no moral disgrace in temp- 
tation, and it would save mxich confu- 
sion of thought if we distinguished 
two different things, sin and tempta- 
tion. 
The one is disease and the other 
is infection, and whether one catches or 
resists infection depends on his con- 
stitution. 
Temptation is an induce- 
ment to depart from the paths of right- 
eousness, and may spring either from 
the outside world or from the base of 
our own nature. It appeals to the ego in 
us, the power which says: "I will" 
or "I will not." 
If one says: 
"No," the 
shaft has glanced from his shield; if 
he dally with the thought, the poisoned 
a rrow has touched his blootl. When a 
man defends his castle unto blood, it 
matters nothing that the walls show 
bullet-marks; if he creeps down and 
opens a postern door, he is a traitor to 
himself. 
W'hen the will weds with 
temptation, the result is sin, and the 
end death.—^lan McClaren, in Congre- 
gationalist.

C H A R A C T E R 
O F 
S A U L . 


Its Element of Weakness—I^oyalty to God 
Tinged with Self-Will. 


Milton might have done for the story 
of Saul what he did for the career oi 
Samson. 
The working out of the innei 
principle of life is 
as striking 
and 
dramatic in the case of the one as of tht 
other, and the death of Saul on 
the 
slopes of Gilboa, surrounded 
by 
the 
heaps of the slain, among which were 
the flowers of Israel, is even a mort 
tragic denouement than the death oi 
Samson. 


The thoughtfvd student of this narra- 
tiA'e continually finds himself asking 
what was the root of evil, in the char 
acter of Saul, which blighted the fairest 
hopes, and caused his day, which began 
with bright promise, to close in 
the 
blackness of ruin? 
A comparison ol 
the incidents 
by 
which 
the sacred 
writer illustrates this 
man's 
inner 
temper brings out quite clearly 
the 
fact that his loyalty' to God always had 
a tinge of self-will. He did not know 
wdiat it was to trust himself implicitly 
to a Higher Power, and loyally to fol- 
low its behfcsts. At Gibeah his impa- 
tience led him so to chafe under Samuel's 
delay 
that he broke an explicit com- 
mand, showing that his own perception 
of what should be done weighed,more 
with him than the Divine counsel; at 
Gilgal he showed that he was more set 
upon gaining the material advantage 
that would come from the possession of

,vessel always is, it isavertiieless seems 
a simple matter. 
All there is to do is 
to build two toboggan, slides under the 
s h i p / r a i s e her from t h e supports on 
•which she has been resting, p u t a lot of 
tallow on the slides, 
and 
when 
you 
are ready, saw loose t h e thick plank 
t h a t holds the ship by t h e nose and let 
iher glide into the water. 
You must 
¡have the wine to christen her and a 
crowd- to cheer her, and some tugs to 
catch her and bring her Tjack to her' 
pier, but these are all m e r e details and 
it would seem as if a n y ship might al- 
most launch herself if she had halT 
a chance. 
^ 


A launch is simply taking a ship from 
t h e side of a stream down to the bank 
and dropping her in the water where 
she belongs. 
This involves a task of 
lifting a mass of iron, i n a ship like the 
St. Liouis, of about 7,000 tons, and the 
fwork of lowering it carefully for a dis- 
tance b f f r o m twenty to forty feet. 
All 
this has to be done in the space of about 
thirty seconds, during which the vessel 
moves nearly 600 feet. 


At once you can see that this is an 
enormous task. 
It involves the great- 
est responsibility in a short time that 
t h e shipbuilder meets. 
There is no op- 
portunity to correct errors. 
Every me- 
chanical appliance must work to per- 
fection and the manual details must be 
as nicely adjusted as t h e parts of a 
¡watch. 
You can launch a vessel as you 
can build one, on the rule of thumb, or 
t h e hit-or-miss plan, and yx)u may not 
come to grief; but it is best to put all 
these things in charge of the master 
spirit -called science, which has done so 
much for our physical advancement in 
<this world, for then you know that it 
will be done properly.—November St.

At last, says the Strand Magazine,the 
slang word "dollar" for a crown piece 
is to be justified by the coining of a 
genuine British dollar—and a very fine 
coin it is. 


"At the Court at Osborne House, Isle 


M Wight, the 2d day of February, 1895. 


"Present: 
The Queen's Most Excel- 
lent Majesty, Lord President, Marquess 
of Ripon. Lord Chamberlain, Lord Ken- 
sington, Mr. Cecil Rhodes. 


"Whereas, It is expedient to provide 
for the coinage of a British silver dol- 
lar for circulation in Our Colonies of 
the Straits Settlement, Hong Kong and 
Labuan, and elsewhere; 


"Nov,-, therefore, We, by and with the 
advice of Our Privy Council, and by 
virtue of all powers vested in Us in that 
behalf, do hereby order as follows: 


"1. A British dollar shall be coined 
under the direction of the 
Master of 
Our Mint, or at one of Our 
Mints in 
British India, and be 
of 
the metal, 
>ireight and 
fineness 
specified 
in the 
Schedule of this Order. 


"2. Such dollar shall have for the ob- 
verse impression the figure of Britan- 
nia standing upon a rock in the sea, 
her,right hand holding atridentand her 
left hand resting on a shield, with a 
ship in the distance and the inscrip- 
tion 'One Dollar' and the date of the 
year, the 
whole 
surrounded 
by 
a 
Chinese ornamental border; and for the 
reverse impression, 
surrounded by a 
similar border, a scroll pattern 
with 
the Chinese 
labyrinth in the 
center, 
and the value of the piece, in Chinese 
and Malay characters respectively, ar- 
ranged crosswise within the scroll."

a distinguished lawyer was offered to 
him by her parents with 
the 
frank 
statement, however, that she had a son 
by her father's gardener. 
The Marquis 
found no objection, and he 
and 
his 
wealthy wife lived many years in ap- 
parent happiness, two children being 
born to them. 
The Marquis is now on 
the dock on the accusation of his wife, 
but she lived with hijn, and even wrote 
him affectionate letters after the date 
at which she swears she became con- 
vinced he was the murderer of her 
first 
born. 


He on his part swears the accusation 
is the result of an unbounded influence 
over his wife gained by the Abbe Rous- 
selot, their domestic chaplain, who, he 
says, desires to occupy his place as the 
master of his household. 
Incidentally 
it appears the mother-in-law took the 
warmest interest in the welfare of her 
daughter's son, that 
the grandfather 
had settled a handsome fortune upon 
him, and that he was to be educated as 
a priest. 
The trial 
has 
developed 
many other extraordinary, but appar- 
ently not unusual features of domestic 
life among 
rich 
French 
provincials. 
The reports occupy many columns daily 
in the newspapers and no fiction was 
ever more dramatic

inore improbable. 
But the most re- 
markable and to us the most shocking 
feature of the trial, is the revelation of 
how the full .power of French law is 
exerted to bring an accused man to the 
guillotine. 
It will doubtless be news to 
most readers that a m a n may be ac- 
cused in France of any crime on un- 
sworn testimony; arrested 
absolutely 
at the pleasure of a magistrate, and that 
from the moment of his incarceration 
until the magistrate finally binds him 
over for trial, no legal process 
can 
either get him out on bail or even per- 
mit him access to his friends, to coun- 
sel, or to evidence against him. 


There is no habeas corpus, grand jury 
or anything similar to them in France. 
Asked during the trial why he had 
signed without reading the report of the 
evidence before the examining magis- 
trate, the Marquis declared had he not 
done so he might have been kept in 
prison for years before coming up for 
trial or being able to secure counsel. 
Not only is the examining magistrate 
practically a prosecuting officer, but so 
is the judge who is trying the accused. 
The judge in the present case has sev- 
eral times stigmatized the accused as 
an assassin, and when the Marquis de- 
clared he had not given information to 
the police of the death of the boy be- 
cause he did not wish them to make 
public his wife's dishonor, the judge re- 
plied that t l » mother, the Marquise,' 
seemed 
to have been less 
careful of 
her own honor. 


These are not extravagant examples 
of every effort and word of the pre- 
siding magistrate to assume the guilt of 
the accused. 
Reading the reports, one 
wonders if innocent men are not fre- 
quently judicially 
put 
to 
death 
in 
France, the antidote, however, being 
the tendency of French juries to acquit 
in face of the strongest apparent evi- 
dence of guilt. 
Considering lhat the 
French have shed more blood in defense 
of personal liberty than any other na- 
tion, it is certainly remarkable that the 
legal processes and tyranny, which led 
to the.ilemolition of the bastile and tho 
revolution, are still unimpaired. 
Vir- 
tual lettres de cachet are nov,' issued by 
republican magistrates, instead of by 
monarchs or monarchs' favorites. 


The other case is the fact of intense 
excitement throughout 
England over 
the elTort of Miss iiidiih l^anciie.ster, a 
young and quite pretty school teacher, 
daughter of parents in middle class, to 
become the wife of a young 
laborer 
without the previous ceremony of mar- 
riage.

Piscat and Bellaire, in Port au Prince. 
The priest of this r-?ligion is the obea- 
aian, and it is almost impossible to con- 
ceive of the fiendish nature of his hold 
upon tho people. Not only is his power 
used among his devotees, but it is even 
directed against any white 
who 
may 
offend him or his followers. 


Herbert Siordet, a civil engineer 
of 
English birth, who had recently gone 
to Port au Prince, was engaged in the 
construction of a bridge at Petit Goave, 
a small town upon 
the 
Gulf of Go- 
naives. 
During his work he was one 
day provoked into chastising one of tiie 
negro workmen, and as a result he be- 
came the object of bitter hatred.

he

At this juncture relief came from an 
unsuspected quarter. 
A servant offered 
the information that 
Mr. 
Siordet had 
been poisoned by an obea doctor, and 
procured the services of another of the 
same class who.se treatment, although 
simple, was most effective. 


Upon the engineer's return to Petit 
Goave he was again poisoned in the 
same manner. 
When, however, it be- 
came known that his first cure had been 
effected by the obea doctor, his enemies 
at Petit 
Goave 
immediately 
ceasec 
their hostile attem.pts, and he was per- 
mitted to recover. 


The sect of the obea doctors are the 
possessors of a remarkable 
knovv'ledge 
of the toxic properties 
of ' herbs and 
shrubs. 
This 
knowledge, 
together 
with the other secret ^ lore of 
their 
priesthood, is transmitted from father 
to son, although occasionally possessed 
by a woman, and in this manner the 
hold of the obea men upon the people 
is maintained 
as 
acquaintance 
with 
these matters is the possession of the 
priests or obea doctors only, they are 
enabled to perform many acts that are 
beyond the comprehension of their fol- 
lowers. and to sustain in their minds 
that superstitious reverence 
which is 
the basis of obea practice. 


Since the obea man is feared as one 
possessed of supernatural power, dis- 
closure of his hideous performances is 
rare. 
The 
negroes of 
Hayti are of 
Wagonda and Matabele 
descent, and 
their obea practice is undoubtedly the 
natural continuation of tho witch-doc- 
toring of the Congo basin and Zula- 
land. 


A case which came to 
the 
writer's 
notice in tlie vicinity of Port a\i Princ« 
illustrates a further 
source 
of power 
possessed by the leaders. 
The capta.in 
of a Xorwegiiin bark which had been 
wreekcd upon the Gonai^es coast fell 
into tl-e hands of the natives, who de- 
tained him in Pise.at. 
It is supposed 
that he had pried into the secrets of the 
obea practice, which is under the ban 
of the government, and that the blacks 
held him to prcn-ent exi)osuro. As tliese 
ageneie.s are r.eces^ariiy constrained to 
secresy near the cities, investigation in

edge of vegetable and animal poisons, 
and so maintain their stipremacy 
in 
Hayti and San Domingo, and to a lesser 
degree among the 
other 
islands, 
in 
spite of the efforts of the government 
and tlie preaching of missionaries. 


Living as they do in little hamlets 
of about a dozen huts, a hundred or^so 
blacks of both sexes form a complete 
community. 
Each village has its obea 
doctor, generally a repulsive fellow in 
advanced years, whose word is the law 
of the place. 
The belief in witches be- 
ing strong, it often leads to their pun- 
isliment at his bidding, to the extent 
even of death by strangling or by ston- 
ing. 
Such occurrences 
are 
becoming 
rare at present, as the hand of the gov- 
ernment is stronger than formerly, and 
if the culprits can be reached, venge- 
ance is sure to follow disclosure. 


The regard for human life is, how- 
over, very slight in 
the 
mountains, 
and the white stranger who dares to 
make his way among them may well 
tremble at the aspect of their terrible 
machetes in the hands of an ignorant 
and 
superstitious 
population. 
For- 
tunately the negroes are by nature mild 
toward strangers, 
and t'ne 
writer ex- 
perienced 
little difficulty, other 
than 
that presented by lofty and almost im- 
passable mountains. 
Then, too, the na- 
tive pays almost as much reverence to 
a Smith & Yvesson as to his 
fetich. 
Their villages are to bo found some- 
times upon the mountain side, among 
the evergreens of the lofty altitudes, or 
nestling among the canebrakes of the 
narrow valleys, almost hidden by the 
clustered palms. 
The huts in v/hich 
they live are all made of osiers, woven 
into wicker work for the walls, and are 
thatchcd 
heavily 
with 
straw.

A new train is to be put on by the 
Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois road 
which will eclipse all previous efforts 
A meeting of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois and Louisville and Nashville 
railroad oflBciala was held in Chicago 
yesterday, and today it was definitely 
decided to put into service on and 
after December 15th a new fast train, 
which will travel the 444 miles between 
Chics go and Nashville in twelve hours 
and thirty minutes, or just one hour 
and thirty-eight minutes less time than 
has ever been made. Leaving Dearborn 
station at 8:25 p. m. daily, this train 
will arrive in Nashville at 9 a. m. the 
following morning. 


Heretofore all the mail for points 
south of the Ohio river that it was pos- 
sible to forward, has been carried by 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois fast 
train which left Chicago at 5:02 p. m. 
The advantage of this later departure is 
apparent. It means that mails posted 
late in the afternoon at Chicago will be 
delivered in Nashville the following 
morning, reach Chatanooga early in the 
afternoon and Atlanta in the evening 
of the same day. The government 
officials have arranged to have all 
southern mail forwarded by this train, 
and it will furnish the best mail service 
ever maintained with the south.
